A man need not be an orator to be a good representa¬ 
tive. If he has nothing constructive to offer, he might j 
better keep silent. But he can at least place his vote wise-1 
ly a.id honestly.

Adopt Resolutions That Should Re¬ 
duce Expenses on All Municipal 
Undertakings 


Field Must be Handled as a Unit For 
Conservation 


J. H. Rosp of Calgary gave his 
viewpoint of the situation in Turner 
Valley recently. He stated that since 
last September six yelfr’s Supply of 
gas has been wasted. 

In favor of conservation was the 
fact that citizens who had invested 
and consumers of the gas, were pay¬ 
ing for the waste. Kutes would go 
up when the supply was diminished. 
There would also Ik* less ultimate 
production as the amount of gas 
necessary to produce a-barrel of nap¬ 
tha was increasing. At the same 
time operators could not afford to 
close down and wait for markets un¬ 
less all closed at once by voluntary 
action or government regulation. To 
conserve the field must be handled as 
a unit. * 

“If conservation measures are tak¬ 
en there must of necessity be an in 
crease in gas rates, in order to' coin'-’ 
pensate operators for delayed divi¬ 
dends” said Mr. Ross. ..., 

At the present rate the field will 
last about four years and pay $11,- 
700.000 returns. If conserved it will 
last at least 20 years as a gas field 
and untimately yield more naptha 
With returns of approximately $40,- 
000,000. 

Objections to conservation meas¬ 
ures were that more unemployment 
would be caused and injury done to 
certain operating companies. Advan¬ 
tages lay in a great basis of revenue, 
large reduction in operating costs 
since about 75 wells could be closed 
down and ten operated to meet the 
requirements of gas regulations. 

Expenditures on development in 
the valley had been $25,000,000 and 
receipts $19,000,000, of which about 
$6,0011,000 had gone back to the field. 
Less than $1,000,000 dividends had 
l>een paid. A balance of $12,000,000 
had either been used in operating 
costs or was in the hands of the com¬ 
panies. 


The Calgary Herald quotes the fol 
lowing list of resolutions passed by 
farmers of Grenville and Dundas 
counties, Ontario. The Herald points 
.out that these farmers are buckling 
down to cutting expenses, as best 
they can at home. 

1. That there be a reduction of 40 
per cent in fhe salaries of road en¬ 
gineers, road supervisors, bosses, 
foremen, teamsters j^nd laborers. 

2. That the members of the coun¬ 
ties' council reduce their own allow¬ 
ance to the previous rate. 

3. That there be a two-year- sus 
pension of all new road building. 

4. That the 20 per cent contribu¬ 
tion paid by the country for work on 
provincial highways be removed. 

5. That the municipalities be en 
tirely freed from the corilHbutions to 
ward old age pensions and that there

TOTAL OF 5464 
HOMESTEADS ’31 

Increase in Homesteading, Peace 
River Popular 

During 1931, a total of 5,464 land 
filings were made at the five provin¬ 
cial land offices, according to figures 
released by Hon. R. G. Reid, Minis¬ 
ter of Lands and Mines. 

As this was the first complete cal¬ 
endar year the homestead lands were 
under provincial jurisdiction, no com¬ 
parison with the previous year is 
available on provincial records. 

Of the total filings, 4,664 were 
first homesteads; 712 second home- 
| steads and 88 soldier grants. 

Edmonton was the largest contrib¬ 
utor to the total, with 3,320 filings, 
of which 2,807 were homesteads, 453 
second homesteads and 60 soldier 
grants. 

Calgary listed a total of 228 filings 
of which 163 were homesteads; 57 
second homesteads and eight soldier 
grants. 

At the Lethbridge office the total 
reached 45, of which 32 were home¬ 
steads; 12 second homesteads and one 
soldier grant. 

Grand Prairie totalled 725 entries 
of which 607 were homesteads; 111 
;econd homesteads and seven soldiei 
grants. , „ ~ 

Peace River ran second to this city 
in volume with 1,146 entries, of 
which 1,055 were homesteads; 79 sec- 
•nd homesteads and 12 soldier grants

Every possible effort has 
been made by hotel men to retain full 
staffs as a direct Contribution to un¬ 
employment.

The cash investment in licensed 
notels in Alberta is between $36,000,- 
000 and $40,000,000. They have spent 
between one and two million dollars 
anually in new construction and 
equipment in the last five years. 

Large sums are contributed to pro¬ 
vincial and city treasuries; taxes and 
licenses amount to $500,000 annually; 
advertising $120,000; charities and 
donations $55,000; insurance carried 
i» approximately $16,000,000.

The marked decrease in the sale 
of beer in this province, indicates 
that no abuse of beer selling privil¬ 
eges obtains. 

Beer rooms are government con¬ 
trolled and government supervised; 
compelled to maintain standards of 
cleanliness; to close at an early hour; 
to maintain proper discipline. For 
privilege of selling beer on licensed 
prmises, hotelmen must give a high 
standard of accommodation to the 
.ravelling public. 

We quote R, J. Dinning, chairman 
Liquor Control Board in his annual 
report dated March 31, 1930: 

“Taking into consideration the 
sparsely settled and extended area of 
Alberta, the hotel accommodation 
available here is equal if not super¬ 
ior to the accommodation available 
elsewhere in Canada. 

“During the past year the officers 
of the Alberta Hotel Association 
have co-operated in every way with 
the Board in its endeavour to keep 
the hotel business "on as high a plane 
as possible,” 

■ It is known thaf’any contravention 
of the provisions of the Liquor Act 
are attended by a suspension or can¬ 
cellation of the license; and where 
-fross carelessness or continued intent 
to break the Act is proven, the man 
•s no longer eligible to obtain a li¬ 
cense in Alberta. ’ 

The able administration of the Li¬ 
quor Control Ac^lts' strict enforce¬ 
ment and the crt-ojjeratibh of Ajberta 
hotelmen and ikqse 1 entrusted' with 
he Act enforcement, 1 have done much 
to establish the wisdom of the peo¬ 
ple’s choice, in the minds of the 
thinking public. ,y ' 

i Good Hotels Tourist Need 

It was found that hotels during so- 
called prohibition had deteriorated to 
a marked degree, jn many Instances 
bootlegging and social evils were in¬ 
dulged and condoned. Every year 
the standard of hotel accommodation 
grows more Important from the tour¬ 
ist standpoint. TKls must not be al¬ 
lowed to deteriorate. The govern¬ 
ment realizing that good hotels were 
a necessity to the province, Issuel li¬ 
censes to hotelmeii, so that a legiti¬ 
mate income would be provided and 
thus assist in maintaining the good 
accommodation. As a result of the 
regulations of the Liquor Board Act. 
Alberta has the best system on the 
continent. 

Lastly in the event of beer rooms 
being closed temporarily, how could 
the bootlegger be controlled ? A 
great revenue now going in to the 
coffers of government would merely 
be diverted to the flourishing of boot¬ 
leggers and such law breakers. 

In brief, this matter which is made 
to appear as a public demand, where¬ 
as a recent surve^’ of the province 
fails to reveal any particular interest 
much less a public demand, for the 
closing of beer rooms.
